each of them indeed as diſtinguiſh- 
able in their Lives, as to be lament- 
ed in their Dearhs ; Men, whoſe Vir- 
tues, allowing for the Frailries of 
Humane Nature came neareſt to that 
Pitch of Heroick Perfection which 


other Poets have fally attributed to 
their Heroes. Lucan every where 
rails at CR SAR, and paſſionately 
eſpouſes POM PE x's Intereſt ; but 
moſt of all celebrates the Chats 
of BrRuTus and Caro for that 
Spirit of Stoiciſm, which he had 
equally imbib'd with them: And 


indeed moſt of the Faults objected 
to Lc AN, are rather to be im- 


F puted 
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puted to this Kind of Philoſophy. 
From whence ſprung that boundleſs 
Vein of Wit, and that peculiar Af- 
fectation of a lofty Style; which, 
like that Sect of Men, he always de- 
lighted in, and e gives the 
_ . e rather to great, than good 


Actions. And upon this Account, 


in raiſing the Paſſions, (that moſt ex- 
cellent Part of Poetry) he ſucceeded 
but ill; becauſe upon the Principles 
of his Philoſophy, the Paſſions them- 
ſelves were accounted as abſolutely 
unlawful. To confirm this; (paſ- 
ſing by many others) I will produce 
but one Inſtance : After Cx SAR 
had obtain'd the Victory over P O M- 
PEY in the Battel of Phar ſalia, 
Lucan certainly (if he had en- 
larg d 
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larg'd on any Circumſtance forcign 
to his Story) ſhould upon ſo re- 


markable an Occaſion, have brought 
in POM E X lamenting his unhap- 


py Fate in the moſt mournful Strain; 
eſpecially ſince he pays fo high 2 
Deference to him throughout his 
whole Work; or at leaſt (as there 
was an open Field for Grief) he 
ſhould have introducd POM PE Y, 
either complaining of Rome's loſt Li- 
berty, the Death of his Friends, or 
his own Misfortunes. But LU CAN 
is ſo far from raiſing the Paſſions to 
this juſt Heighth, that he warmly 
adviſes Pomrt x (when vanquiſh'd 
he retires from the Field of Action) 
to commiſerate the Condition of his 
Conqueror Cx SAR, becauſe he had

of Grief like VI ROII. The Ge- 


nerality, of other Writers, when they 
attempt 
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attempt to move their Readers, offend 
in this Point, that they are too pro- 


lix in ſpinning out their Complaints, 
and think their Flood of Tears 


inexhauſtible; or elſe, while they la- 


bour to expreſs the Greatneſs of their 


Genius, in the Profuſeneſs of their

The E- 
pithets of STATIUs' are ocnerally 
forc'd and very metaphorical, while 
ſuch Properties are aſcrib'd to In- 
animates, as really only belong to 
Animals.

Something now remains to be 
laid of the Satyriſfs, among whom 
whether JUV ENAL or HORACE 
have moſt Right to the Bays, it is 
difficult to determine; for it has 
been long a Diſpute among the 
Learned, Whether that Keenneſs and 
Bitterneſs of Expreſſion with which 
JuvENAL has arm'd his Satires, 
or HoRace's more jocoſe Lam 
poons are moſt agreeable to the End 
of SATIRE. Now that we may give

But JUVENAL, lakes- the groſſefſ

and Sharpneſs of Speech, could be 


an cqual Match to Crimes ſo noto- 
rious ; though whenever. he deſcends 
to be jocoſe, we frequently meet with 
the Pleaſantry of HoR A c E. Both 
of them, allowing for the different 
Manner of their "Writing, are per- 
fect Maſters in their ſeveral Ways ; 
in the one ſhines the Ridicule, in 
the other the Severe. The reſt of 
Horaces Pieces are ſo admirable, 

that

| ric Poets, PLaUTUs and TERENCE 
bear away the Bell, whoſe Plots, 
Turns, and Elegancy of Style, are fo 
well known, that nothing new can 
be ſaid 50 them.

As to SEN EGA, Mankind have 
had different Opinions of him; ſome

TIAL and CLAUDIAN have bore

throughout his Epigrams, and that 
in the moſt beautiful Latin Thraſe.
